loss skeleton, to which a heavy weight was 
fastened. Some bits of clothing proved tho 
identity of the body. The husband was a 
fisherman, and Long Bay Channel being a 
favorile fishing ground, he calculated, truly 
enough, that the fish would very toon de- 
stroy all means of identification; but it 
never entered liis head that, as they did so, 
their ravages, combined with the process of 
decomposition, would set free tho oily mat- 
ter which was to write the traces of his 
ciimo on the surface of the water.

We bear him declaring tbat 
be finds nothing In the laws of Louisiana 
and Texas to warrant his interference in 
tbe cMI administration of those t tales.

THE KIOUBB8 ON WHICH IlEPUBUCANS 


KELY FOB SUCCESS AT THE 


COMIXO ELECTION. 


The four debatable States during the 


present campaign are Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Indiana and New York. A careful 
study of tbe political tendency of these four 
States since tbe year 1876 will give nothing 
but encouragement for a Republican victory 
In November. We copy from the Albany 
Journal tbe following conclusive snowing 
of tbe facts of the past and tbe prospects of 
the future: 


Connecticut gave Tllden 2,000 
over 


Hayes iu 1870. In 1877 tbe aggregate Re- 
publican majority on Sheriffs was 530. ID 
1878 tbe aggregate Republican majority on 
Congressmen was 2,858, while a Republican 
Governor was elected by 2,482 over his 
Democratic competitor. Tbe Legislature 
stands: Senate—Republicans, 16; Demo- 
crats, 5. House—Republicans, 161; Demo- 
crats, 83; Greenback, 1. Republican ma- 
jority on joint ballot, 88. Out of the 
eleven Senators chosen in 1879 tbe Repub- 
licans elected eight; and their total on 
Senators was 2,160 over their vote of 1878, 
when they elected their Governor. Tbe 
"Nutmeg State" may be classed as Repub- 
lican ; and a Democrat cannot be sent to 
tbe United States Senate to succeed Hon. 
W. W. Eaton. 


New Jersey gave Tilden 12,445 over 


Hayes in 1870. 
In 1877 tbe Democrats 


elected McClellan Governor by 12,743 ma- 
jority. But In 1878 too Republican vote on 
Congressmen aggregated 10,596 more tban 
tbe Democratic ; and the vote on Sheriffs, 
12,875. In 1879 the Democrats had so far 
recovered their ground as to return ouly 
1,381 more votes for Assemblymen tban 
were given by tbe Republicans. The Leg- 
islature stands: Senate—Republican, 12; 
Democrats, 8; Independent, 1. House- 
Republicans, 35 ; Democrats, 25. Repub- 
lican majority ou joint ballot, IS. The 
Legislature to be chosen this fall will elect 
a United States Senator iu place of Hou. 
T. F. Raudolpb, Democrat. Tbe State may 
therefore, be considered to have a decided 
leaning towards Republicanism. 


Indiana does not present such ao array 


of figures on tbe Republican side as either 
Connecticut or New Jersey. But It will be 
recollected that it gave Us electoral vote to 
Grant in 1868 end in 1872; while in 1876 
il gave only 5,515 majority for Tilden. Tbe 
present Legislature consists of 63 Republi- 
cans, 80 Democrats, and 7 Independents. 
Tbe Legislature to be chosen lu October 
will choose a successor to United States 
Senator Joseph E. McDonald. Tbe ground 
of encouragement In the Hoosler State coa- 
slsts not so much In past figures as in the 
present unpopularity of Mr. English, who 
was defeated for re-election on that very 
account. Tbe Democrats have a weak State 
ticket for October, while tbe Republicans 
present tbe strongest ticket that could be 
named. The overthrow of tbe constitu- 
tional amendments will injure the Demo- 
cratic cause. Victory will perch on the 
Republican banner In October, and this 
will lead to a second victory lu November. 


New York gave its electoral vote to Sey- 


mour in 1868 through tbe same frauds that 
sent Hoffman into tbe Executive Chamber. 
In 1872 the Republicans carried tbe State, 
as they did in 1865 and in 1866. 
Tilden 


registered a majority of 32,818 in 1876, 
Owing tO tbe cry of "bard tlmoa" and alao 
bis pretensions as a "reformer." 
But since 


that date limes have improved, Tilden has 
been unmasked, and his failure has not yet 
re-united the party, Democratic assertion 
to tbe contrary notwithstanding. Iu 1878 
tbe Republican majority for Danfordth for 
Judge of Court of Appeals, was 84,601. 
At the same election the aggregate majority 
for Congressmen was 79,941 in favor of the 
Republicans. In 1879 tbe Republican plu- 
rality for Cornell was 42,777; while the 
whole Republican State ticket, with one 
exception, was elected by figures ranging 
from 290 to 5,928. Tbe aggregate vote on 
Assemblymen at the same election was 
21,017 In favor of tbe Republicans. Tbe ag- 
gregate vote ou Senators was 75,855 in 
favor of the Republicans 1 


Thus, wo see, that there Is every reason 


for encouragement at the outset of tbe 
campaign. Tbe only Northern States that 
were carried by the Democrats in 1876 
were the four mentioned above. The Re- 
publicans carried all the rest,—as they will 
this year. Conceding the "Solid South" to 
tbe Democrats—not as a matter of right, 
but of force—we have tbe following exhibit •

majority, and the Democrats, 47. 
New 


York has 35; Indiana, 15; New Jersey, 9; 
and Connecticut, 6. Tbe Democrats might 
win tbe three latter; but they would lose 
tbe whole unless they gained New York. 
3ven If tbey carried New York, they must 
also carry Indiana; or else, losing Indiana, 
they must carry both New Jersey and Con- 
necticut.

called to the report of tbe Judges of tbe 
Sydney International Exhibition on Amei 
lean watches. Out of a possible 1000 
points, tbe Waltbam Company scored 981 
—that is to say 1000 stood for perfection, 
and the Walluam ouly failed of tbat by 19; 
while its next nearest competitor only 
reached 686. Thus out of ten exhibitors 
tbe four judges awarded the Wallham Coin 
pany tbe highest rnaik, 100 eacii, for fitness 
for purposes Intended: adaptation to public 
wants, economy, cost, flnish aud elegance 
of cases, and time-keeping qualities; while 
for each of the oilier four points, originali- 
ty, invention *»d discovery, utility and 
quality ofj material, and skill In workman- 
ship, 93 or more was scored; and this Is ihe 
more remarkable as tbe four judges, each 
acting separately, brougbl in Ihe above re- 
port.

I will tell 
them. There are soldiers here; there are 
men with one arm here who recollect a 
little unpleasantness a few years ago which 
culminated in 1865, under' the great leader.' 
But tbat business was really settled years 
before—in prophecy and in history It was 
settled in Kansas, exactly as tbe battle of 
Bunker Hill really settled tbe American 
Revolution, though we didn't know It for 
seven yeais. 
So the conflict in Kansas 


really fore-stated and fore-arranged the 
issue of tbe great rebellion. Who was tbe 
person who put in action tbe machinery by 
wbicb the State of Kansas became a State 
crowded with freemen by wbicb those men 
were able to fight tbe battle ot popular sov- 
ereignly, and who fought it rightly, so tbat 
tbey took tbe first colors from an arrogant 
Southern enemy? Tbat man's name was 
John Brown, as you remember him; I re- 
member him as John Carter Brown, of 
Providence— the man whose purse was 
open from the beginning; the man who 
foresaw, as no man in New England fore- 
saw, that that battle was to be fought out 
on tbe prairies of the West, and who gave 
his time, money and influence toward the 
colonization of Kansas. When the old abo- 
litionists shrank, when tbey did not under- 
stand the issue and thought it eras mad- 
ness, John Carter Brown, of Providence, 
came to the front rank and was president of 
the Emigrant Aid Company. Some years 
afterward he resigned bis presidency, greatly 
to the grief of the officer of the company, 
among whom I was a subordinate person. 
The matter was over, and he said lie did 
not like lo belong to a company that was 
winding up its affairs. This was, I think, 
ir. the year 1859. 


In October, the other John Brown, hap- 


pening to be in Virginia at the wrong time, 
fell in will) people thai did not like him, 
and he found himself very^unpopular. At 
the North there were plenty of people who 
were ready to say that that was not their 
affair at all; that they didn't want anything 
to do with it; lhat this was merely a mad 
fanalic. What did John Carler Brown say? 
He wrote down lo Boston: 'For God's 
sake wilbdraw my resignation as president 
of the Emigrant Aid Company. This is not 
a lime when any man who is honored with 
bearing tbe name of John Brown should 
sbririK from his obligation to the cause of 
freedom.'

eight sets of mills, that turn out dally 8,000 
square yards of clolb, in which 75,000 
pounds of wool are used every month. -A 
large dye boose Is connected wltb tbe mill, 
in wblcb they dye yarns for thair own work 
as well as for other establishments. 


The Bristol woisted mills have nntll the 


last six weeks boon run night and day, but 
ar« now only running during the day, the 
change not being made, however, for want 
of orders, but to prepare for an active fall 
trade, their orders at present being large. 
1275 hands are employed and 2,500 pounds 
of worsted yarns are manufactured dally 
The proprietors of this mill, Messrs. Grundy 
Bros. & Campion, moved here from Phila- 
delphia about three years ago. 


Thos. Hughes & Co., proprietors of the 


Bristol Woollen Mills, for tbe manufacture 
of fancy and standard hosiery, are now 
employing 350 bands, and make 1209 'dozen 
stockings per day. This firm ship to Phila 
delphla every two weeks from thirteen to 
fourteen thousand dozen fancy and plain 
hosiery. This was tbe first mill of the kind 
In the town, and II bas been kept but; from 
the start. 


Adjoining Mr. Hughes' mill is that of 


Samuel Apple ton, also for tbe manufacture 
of fancy hosiery. In this establishment 260 
dozen ladles' fancy stockings, are made 
dally, but this quantity will be Increased as 
soon as the Improvements now uudei way 
are completed, to allow of the putting up of 
addi tonal machinery, wblcb Is already In 
the mill. The circular knitting machines 
used in this and other hosiery mills were 
first brought from England about 35 years 
ago, but since that time they have been 
greatly improved in this country, and the 
American machine now is generally used. 
Each of these machines will knit three and 
a half dozen stockings per day, and one 
band will attend to several of them at the 
same time. 


Another Important Industry here Is the 


rolling mill of Nevegold, Scheide & Co., in 
which tbe specialty is the making band Iron 
for cotton bales. There are ninety men 
employed, and twenty tons of band Iron 
is made daily. Scrap iron is used iaigely In 
the mill, but all American, as the English, 
which bas been sent to this country in 
large quantities recently, is not considered 
good enough to make first-class band or bar 
iron. The firm represents business better 
than It was two months ago, and the pros- 
pects ahead very good. 


Tbe keg mill of Zellmger & Wood is also 


busy in ailing orders; and at the grist mill 
of Rogers Bros, sixty barrels of flour are 
made daily. What is not sold In Bristol 
finds its way to the Philadelphia market. 


An effort will be made, U Is said, to ob- 


tain the use of tbe canal for water power, 
wbicb can be done by raising one of the 
dams in tbe Delaware, where now tbe 
water has to be pumped up. If this should 
be accomplished a number of mills that are 
now kept from Bristol would be removed to 
the place. There are now over 1100 build- 
ings in Bristol, and among them are a num- 
ber of handsome residences. 
The town is 


well supplied with water, tbe works being 
capable of pumping 150,000 gallons dally. 
The stand-pipe connected with the works is 
a prominent object as you approach tbe 
place by tbe river.

Brlatol and Itn HtHmraclnrm. 


BMSTOL, Pa., July 20.—Fifteen years ago 


the land between the railroad tiecks and 
the canal which runs through the town t/f 
Biislol was little else than a swamp, and 
the only industrial establishment In this por- 
tion of the town was a forge, since disap- 
peared, at which iron plates were made for 
monitors and iion-clada built in Philadel- 
phia during the late war. A cotton mill 
was creeled near the forge about that lime, 
but its proprietor fulled or gave np the bus- 
iness, and it was subsequently started as a 
woollen hosiery mill, and is now in success- 
ful operation. Soon after th« Bristol Im- 
provement Company was 
termed, and 


through their efforts and the authorities of 
the town exempting mills from taxes for 
ten years, tbe growth ot Bristol has been 
sure and rapid, while the old swamp ia fast 
becoming the place for a vaiiety ot manufac- 
turing establishments. This company, to 
encourage these enterprises, erect (he mills 
for parties, an j adapt them specially to the 
wants of those who are to occupy them, and 
charge a rent that will return a fair interest 
upon the Investment. To-day the corner- 
stone for a new woollen mill was laid, Its 
size to be 00x140 feet; and negotiations are 
being made with the Improvement Company 
for tbe lemoval of a large cotton mill in 
Troy, N. S., to this place. 


The mills now In Bristol are all running, 


and trade is represented lo be good, nearly 
all of them having received large orders to 
prepare for the fall trade. A visit to these 
establishments elicited the following Infor- 
mation :
